North Torrance Water Election Set 
For HOY 19; All Protests Denied

Denying all protests at the hearing held Tuesday evening 
at the Council Chamber*, the Torrance 'City Council unanl- 
motnly pamed an ordinance colling f6r a vote November 19 
on the formation, of Municipal Water District No. 2. The pro­ 
posed new water district will supply all North Torrance with 

Metropolitan Water District
water. 

Bonded indebtedness to be
voted upon by the new district 
will be $174,000, sufficient to 
meet all necessary costs, accord 
ing to Taylor & Taylor, consult 
ing engineers engaged by the 
City. It Is estimated that con 
struction and acquisition costs 
will be approximately $157,000 
and engineering costs $17,000. 
The district has an assessed 
valuation of $606,000.

Protevta Heard 
Prior to the action of the 

City Council calling the election, 
a number of written and oral 
protests were submitted, prac­ 
tically all of which were from 
property owners now served by 
the Moneta Water Company 
within the area cast of Cren­ 
shaw blvd. and north of 190th 
street.

A letter from the Farmers & 
Merchants Bank of Los Angeles 
stating It was trustee for 8ff 
acres on 190th st. between Ar­ 
lington and Crenshaw protested 
Inclusion of this property In the 
proposed water district. The 
land, according ,to the bank's 
letter, was leased for agricul­ 
tural purposes and residential 
development is not contempla­ 
ted _The water 
the .'-Ji
ficient. It claimed, 
nett of the R. A. Rowan, 4 Co., 
agents for the property, also ad­ 
dressed the council in support 
of the bank's written protest. '

Mayor J. Hugh Shcrfcy, Jr., 
called on Arthur Taylor of the 
consulting engineering firm of 
Taylor & Taylor to make his 
sworn statement. Taylor pointed 
out that the General Petroleum 
Corporation had made no pro­ 
test although one-quarter mile 
of its valuable holdings west of 
Crenshaw blvd. is included in 
the assessment district. He 
pleaded for support by others in 
the long-range all-over develop­ 
ment program, asking, "Is the 
F.H.A. going to approve an area 
without an outside water 
source?"

L. F. Stephcnson, secretary of 
the Moneta Water Company.for 
40 years, stated that .his com­ 
pany was obligated to serve any 
area in its district which is 
ready for water. A major por­ 
tion of the Moneta Water Com­ 
pany district is also included in 
the Metropolitan Water District, 
Stephenson stated, so the 'bogie' 
of not being able to get outside 
Water, if needed, doesn't bother 
us much, he said.

Others who spoke in protest 
included C. (Jus. Pursche, former 
Gardena city councilman and 
owner of acreage at 164th and 
Arlington; Wesley Graham, and 
John Salm.

The new district will include 
all area from a point 1320 teet 
south of 190th st: north to the 
city" line, between the cast city 
line and Hawthorne blvd., ex­ 
cepting the area included in Ac­ 
quisition and Improvement Dis­ 
trict No. 124 served by the Mo­ 
neta Water Co.

A main will be constructed 
from 190th st. and Crenshaw 
blvd. west to Hawthorne blvd., 
and laterals will be constructed 
at one-half mile intervals, under 
plans prepared by-the engineers, 
Taylor & Taylor. Such present 
wells as are serviceable will be 
acquired by the. new district, it 
Is proposed, bat the principal 
supply for the whole area will 
be through the Metropolitan 
connections.

Service lines to Individual con­
